INTRODUCTION 

TO Part II. of Vol. I. 



The first part of this volume of Court Leet Records contained 
transcriptions of the ten books which survive from the period 
1550- 1577. This second part carries on tlie publication to the 
end of Queen Elizabeth's reign ; it presents the contents of the 
thirteen books which remain out of the twenty-five written 
between the years 1578 and 1603. 

One of the most interesting pieces of new information which 
these books bring to light is the fact that the " Sitting of the 
Jury " was not completed on the Lawday, but lasted for several 
weeks, in one case apparently till Whitsuntide (Cf. 1580 : note 
at end of book). During this protracted sitting the Jurors had 
to go round the town testing weights and measures (Cf. 1601, 
§ 66), gathering information concerning players of unlawful 
games (Cf. 1580, § 84), and so on. Thus during their sitting in 
^579 (§ 82) they " found divers artificers at bowles." The next 
year tiiey report, " One day in the tyme of our sytting, walking 
in the orchard, we found playing ther these persons " (1580, § 84). 
In 1582 (§ 105) they actually give a date, and speak of " this 
our sitting the 28th day of this moneth of may," a day it will be 
noted no less than seven weeks after the Lawday of that year 
(April 8th). Further evidence on this important point will be 
found in 1589, §§ 2 and 81 ; 1590, § 16 ; and 1596, § 91. 

Another curiosity is that the Mayor before whom the Court 
was nominally being held was in 1579 absent, while in 1590 
he had actually been dead for four months. 

Numerous entries convey the impression that the town was 
passing through a period of great adversity during this period — 
the quays were decayed, the walls and towers in ruins, the 
streets unpaved. 

A good deal of light, also, is thrown upon the mercantile 
ideas of the burgesses of Southampton. We can see in full 
operation the principles of protection, applied not to national 
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but to municipal industry and commerce. The export of raw 
materials was objected to (Cf. 1579, § 5, 1589, § 2) ; trading by 
non-burgesses was interdicted (1589, § 79) ; the taking of foreign 
children as apprentices was complained of (1582, § 20). All 
burgesses claimed the right to share in bargains (1587, § 83), 
while on the other hand members of one trade were not to 
encroach upon the province of another trade (1581, § 82). 

The orders for the drivers of the Common are given at length 
in 1 58 1, § 117; incidentally from 1589, § 94, we learn the 
number of householders which Southampton contained at that 
date ; while in 1596 the boimds are for the first time 
enumerated (§ 92).

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(•) Item that none suffer anye hoggs to goe at large w'^'in the 
towne or vpon anye of the keyes or vpon the towne ditches 
in houndewell or saltmarshe vppon paine to forfite for 
eV^y time so taken 4d. Provided allwaies that it shalbe 
lawfull ffor hoggs to goe one moneth in hoglande & the 
maudlin fields after the come is out beinge yocked [yoked] 
& pigged [pegged] or otherwise not vpon paine of ffoure- 
pence for ev^'y time a hogge so taken. 

(f) Itm that all fforfeitures that shalbe made as above saide 
the one halfe shalbe for the drivers for their paines & the 
other halfe to be kepte for & towards the maintenance of 
the gates about the comon, accompte theirof to be made & 
kepte by them whose names ar here vnderwriten & those 
to deliv®' the same to one of the overseers of the comon & 
he to receave the soom halfe at the deliv^'ye of ev^'^ye such 
cattell & also that no parson shall kepe neither oxe, stere, 
stonehorse, shepe nor manegie horses or other infected 
beast in or vpon the comon vpon paine to forfit & paye 
ev*'ye daye & time so offendinge I2d. 

(g) Itm that no towne dweller Doe suffer the saut bitches to 
goe abroade in the streats neither by daye nor night vpon 
paine to forfit & paie for eV'ye time so offendinge & for 
ev^'ye such bitch 3/4 & for ev^'ye mastie dogge I2d., 
whereof the one haulfe to the towne & the other for them 
that findeth the faults.

& ev^'ye of them not doinge their dewtie as often as they 
shall neglecte this saide orders above written to paie i2(i. 
for ev^^'ie time so offendinge. 

(j) Also that theise 12 drivers vnder named shall bringe in 
their accompts of all such penalties m'^'siments & arrerages 
as they or ev^ie of them shall receave for their yere & 
thereof the time beinge to give vp their accompts vnto the 
12 men [Court Leet Jury] appointed for that time beinge 
vpon paine & forfiture of ev*'ie of those drivers so offend- 
inge 1 2d. the peace for not givinge in their accompts."

of 5/-. Penalty for the next offence 10/-. 

2.— The Comer Tower by Catchoold decayed. 

" Item we p"* that the comer Tower on the north side of 
catchcold ys greatly decayed & so greatly founderyd w'*' the 
beating of the sea w*^ w'out spedye loking vnto & amendem* yt 
wilbe very ruynous & grow to ffarder chardgs." (Cf. 1589, § 37). 

8.— The Town Walle, from Catohcold to Biddlesgate, in decay. 

" Item we p"sent that from cachcold to bedelsgate the walls 
in many placs ar much decayed & requyreth to be amendid in 
tyme, els will the chardge hereafter be more, besids the evill 
shew yt wilbe to them that shall passe that way in the meane 
tyme."

44.— Mr. Mndford, the Sergeant, not to rent the Market. 

" Item wee p'^sent that mudford the s^'iante doth make his 
private gaine of o' markitt by hiering of placs for the markitt 
folkes to sett such as will give moste for the place every markett 
daie & well p"ved that is to saie som i** for i markitt daie 
some i^* for 3 daies some i halpenie for one daie some more 
some lesse, the place beinge free for all men to sell their 
comoditie & so p'Vided is greatlie abused by his bade dealinge 
a very bold & p'^sumptious bade dealinge of him & not sufferable 
for by meanes of him & such like the Towne often times is 
greatlie abussed & often times had in great contempt by 
straimgers for cruell hard dealinge w*"*" wee desier yo' worshipps 
to be throwlie considered of."

And farther he now hath and 
duringe this our sittinge doth digg in the Towne ditches as also 
the highewaye acrosse from hoxmdwell stile into the said 
ditches and as we vnderstand intendith to digg vnder the 
barrgate & bridge directly through to the Catchcold Tower w**" 
intent there to erect and sett vpp an ov^shott ^ mill. By what 
aucthoritie he doth all these things beinge a matter farr beyonde 
the enterprise of anie other to our knowledge or anie Lymitacon 
Leave or licence from the Towne heretofore graunted to doe 
the Like we certainlie knowe not. But this we have thought 
good to comend to yo' wo' good considerations havinge the 
gov^^m*^* of the Towne & liberties over vs vnder her ma^"' 
And we beinge of the Corporation wishinge, accordinge to our 
dueties & corporall oathes all possible good to the publique 
estate of the Towne & not in anie sorte repininge or intendinge 
to maligne or hinder the honest intent & good course of 
p~ceedinge of anie swome Comburgesse or other well wilier to 
the state thereof, hopinge that yo" have not graunted him anie 
thinge that maye anie waies p"judice or endaunger the

p'*sent vnto yo' good Considerations that this p'^sent p^'ambu- 
lacon Contayninge the Lymits & boxmds of our Circuite and 
franchisse is the verie true and p^sent p^'ambulacon of the 
bounds and Circuits of the liberties & fraunchises of auntient 
tyme belonginge & app^tayninge to the said Towne of 
Suthampton, To the contrarie wherof we nether doe knowe or 
have at anie tyme heard, the w** p^'ambulacon hereafter 
followeth verbatim viz. 

The p^'ambulacon graunted by Kinge John, the ffirst 
yere of his Reigne, of the Circuite of o' fEraunchisse, 
ffirst from Barrgate vnto Achome bridge & Crosse 
west north west, and from Achome Bridge & Crosse 
vnto the hood Crosse, northe through the village 
called Hill ; and from the hood Crosse to the Cutted 
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thome Crosse South South east, and from Gutted 
thome Crosse to the Berrell stone Crosse east at 
Burggeis streat ende and so alonge Burgeis streat & 
through Langhome geats vnto haven stone in hilton 
vppon the water side east, and so from haven stone 
alonge as the water lyeth vnto hedgstone at Black- 
worthe Sowthe, and from hedgstone as the water lyeth

" Item we have thought good to comende vnto yo' good 
memories & considerations two gen^'all fayres ov^ and above 
Trynitie fa3n:e to be yerely kept in or neere this Towne, viz., one 
about 14 daies before lent, and about St. Georges daye [April 23rd] 
for the other, w*** the rather we have recomended for that we 
thincke most p*'te of the Burgesses and Comoners wilbe willinge 
to contribute towards the charge thereof."^ (Cf. 1600, § 72).

" Touchinge the devine s^vice we finde all well, the like of 
all treasons, murders or felonies." (Cf. 1596, § i, and 1601, § i). 
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2.^Clabs not provided by the Houeeholden. 

" Item we p^sent the want of Clubbs in ev*'** mans howse for 
the better cons^vation of her ma^****** peace." (Cf. 1596, § 3, and 
1601, § 2). 

8.— The Town Butts in decay and the Statute of Artillery not 
mataitataied. 

The Butts in the Castle green and in the town ditches in 
decay. (Cf. 1596, § 4, and 1601, § 3). 

4.~Ancient Custom for Fencing the Town. 

Stated as before. Practically identical with 1580, § 88. (Cf. 
also 1596, § 7, and 1601, § 4). 

8«— Rule concerning Ancient Lights. 

"Alsoe the like continuaunce for p^servation of auntient 
Lights betwene howse & howse." (Cf. 1596, § 8, and 1601, § 5). 

8.— <' No Man's Land " to be leased out. 

" Item we desier the grounde called no man's Lande may be 
Lett out by lease to some or other to thentent the Townes right 
therein may be saved w*^*^ otherwise wilbe Lost." (Cf. 1601, § 6). 

7.— The Night Watches. 

" Item we p'^sent that there is no reformation of our night 
watches albeit our sundry p'^sentm^ for the same^ w''^ thinge if it 
be not foreseene in time it may fall out verie daungerous to the 
whole estate, and espetially to this Towne beinge a Porte Towne 
bordered on the sea coast.

" Item we p"Sent George Exton hath for^ by peine the last 
yere 6/8 ffor that he hath not builded vpp a howse next vnto 
St. michells prison as was comaundid, and we thincke that by 
statute the grounde is forfertid to the Towne if p^clamation 
hath benn made accordingly. Be it comaunded him to build 
vpp the howse theroppon at or thisside thanuntiation next on 
paine of lo/-." (Ct 1601, § 10). 

11.— Canshot Lane and Ditoh to be cleanBed. 

In winter neither carts nor footmen can pass that way without 
danger of being injured, as some were last winter. To be done 
by Midsummer on pain of 6/8. (Cf. 1601, § 11).

" Item we p"sent a gutter or a currant at the hither end of the 
wateringe ponde leadinge towards hill that was accustomed to

[mud] there lyenge, and is the fait of the cryer as we are mostlie 
enformed, as that there is a great whole and myery place verie 
daimgerous for man or horsse, and must w**^ all speed be amended 
by the Towne."

" Item we p"sent as form*'ly wee have p^sented that it is very 
necessary to have the welles and plumpes in the towne streets 
repayred." (Cf. 1601, § 23).

under the wall of the fish loft of Henry Carpenter. Hence he 
has forfeited 6d. To be cleared away by Midsummer on pain

61.— Peter htg/Kfu Bemiite for digging in the Caneevnj hmt EQll 
Bridge. 

" Item we p'^Sent the people or s^vaunts of peter legaye for 
digginge of the cawsey towards the sea neere vnto hill bridge 
to the great decaye of the same." Hence Peter Legay is fined 
2/-. Penalty for the next offence lo/-. (Cf. i6oi, § 31). 

M.— DeCralte of the Tovn Crier. 

" Item we p'^Sent the Cryar for that he not onely neglecteth 
his dutyes in many things before written but also for not 
sweeping nere and alongest the strets and caye w**** wayes layeth 
most filthy w*** ordure being in the vewe of people coming from 
hoUyrowds as of all others w** passe by w** we desyre may be 
not onely amended for the p™sent but continwely."

The refuse left by the inhabitants Above the Bar in the Town 
ditches near the Bargate westwards is worse than ever it has 
been before. The offenders are commanded to remove the same 
by St. James's day on pain of i2d. (Cf. 1602, § 22). 

69.— The Stevard to attend to the Hinges of the West Gate. 

" Item we p'^sent the west key gate is vnhanged & the hindges 
thereof are to be amended forthw*'* w'''* we desier yo' wo'p* may 
be donn w^*" speed." 

80.— Tovn Walls decayed. 

" Item we p"sent the Towne wall at the west key w*^in the 
postemegate on the north side is muche decayed & requireth 
speedie amendm*"\" (Cf. i6oi, §§ 52 and 56). 

81.— A Pavemeiit to be made by Henry Helller. 

"Item we p'^sent the pavinge in the streat before henry 
helliers dore ov^'right the Town's Courte is verie rewinous and 
impayred w** ought by him to be amended. Be it comaunded 
vnto mr. beiston Aldermen & the said henry hellyer to amend 
the said pavem"'*' on thisside midsomer next peine of i2d. a 
peace." 
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62.— God's House Conduit requiFes a Stop-oook. 

" Item we p'^sent that godeshowse counduict wanteth a cocke 
wherby the water is muche wasted & spent, whereof we crave 
redresse by the stewardes." (Cf. 1602, § 34). 

88.-FUthy Condition of the Fish Market 

" Item we p^sent the ffish markett is so beastlie and fowlde 
vnder foote as there cannot be a greater annoyaunce in a 
Towne of Civill govemm**^* w*^^ we take to be the Cryers defalt 
whose office it is to sweep and keepe cleane those placis of the 
Towne, wherefore we desier yo' worships that order maye be 
given him to dense the same w'*^ all speed or ellse we peine him 
in 10/- for his defalt & negligence." 

H.— Ancient Role conoeming the Fish Market. 

" Item we p'^sent the auntient and Lawdable order conc^'ninge 
the ffish markett is not anie wayes obs^'ved, by whose defalt we 
knowe not, Albeit in that we have allwaies knowne the same a 
good custome and worthie the mayteinaunce & continuaunce, 
We have thought it fitt to Commend the same to your wo'ps 
good remembraunce & w^^all praye yo" that the ffishermen w*** 
there ffishe maye repaire tither & there keep there markett at 
the dayes & betwene the howers of auntient time vsed and 
accustomed w***" is agreeable not onely to the good olde orders 
of the Towne but alsoe consonant to the orders p'^vided in the 
Admirall courte books, and in ev*''ie Admirall courte openlye read 
and published." 

65.— Enoroaohment behind the ''Star." 

" Item we p^sent deenis Rowse and Richarde Singlton have 
caused to be sett vpp a pale newly errected behinde the Garden 
or backe grounde of the Starr whereby they have encroached 
into the highewaye behinde the Towne Wall the breadth of 
three foote or thereabouts, and againe Mr. Rowse hath benn 
forbidden by Mr. forman and vs of the Jurye not to p'^ceed anie 
further in setting vpp the said pale, The w®^ command"*"* 
notw^^standing they bothe have obstinatelie and most indirectlie 
persavered in the said encroachm^' w*'*' is bothe contrarie to 
Law & the orders of this Towne ffor w*^*" there offence & 
encroachment we amerse either of them at 5/-." The fence is 
to be removed by Midsummer next on pain of £$ each. 
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66.— Defeotive Beam and Soales. 

" Item we p'^sent that there is great fawlt founde as well w*** 
the Quenes beame at the Wey howse as also w^*" the smale 
scales w** we carry w*** vs about the tryall of waights & 
measures the reformation whereof we referr to yo' wo'^ con- 
siderations." (Cf. 1604, § 88). 

67.— The Street to be paved near Mr. Oollop*8 Door. 

" Item we p^sent the streat vnpaved neere the plumpp [pump] 
ov^right Mr. GoUopps dore w*^** is verie vnseemely, w*^** is by 
defalt of the water pipes Leading to St. Michells churche w^ 
are broaken." To be attended to by the Mayor and others by 
Michaelmas next on pain of 2/6 each. 

68.— BtU HaJbits of the To vn Porters. 

" Item we p"sent that div*" m^'chaunts of the Towne finde 
themselves muche agrieved & discontented w'*' the Towne 
bearers in that they doe not doe there dueties as they ought but 
still are a drinckinge at Alehowses when they showld attende 
m"chants buisines whereof we crave reformation that it may be 
lawfuU that poore men maye take thadvantage of the worke." 
(Cf. 1581, § 52). 

69.— Bncroaehment by WilUam Ward. 

William Ward, the freemason, has encroached into the ground 
of John Jones, a tailor, by putting his fence on the said ground. 
The fence is to be removed by St. Bartholomew's day next on 
pain of 3/4. 

70.— Enoroaohment by John Legg and Arthur Yotler. 

They have made a garden encroaching about three yards into 
the highway without permission from the town. Hence they 
have forfeited 6d. each. To be removed by St. Bartholomew 
next on pain of I2d. each. 

71.— John Legg*8 Hogety to be remoYed. 

" Item we alsoe p^sent the said John Legg for keepinge a 
noysome hoggestye vnder the Chamber window of the said 
Votier. Be it Commaunded him to remove his said hoggestye 
on thisside BarthoUomew tyde next on pain of I2d/' 
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72.— Reftise near the House of Villiam Pannett. 

It has been left there by John Graunt, hence he has forfeited 
1 2d. It is to be cleared away by Michaelmas next on pain 
of 10/-. 

78.— Enoroaohment by Thomas Heath. 

Thomas Heath has built his fence two yards into the high- 
way near St. Mary's litten [churchyard], hence he has forfeited 
2/6. The fence is to be removed into his own ground by 
Michaelmas next on pain of 20/-. (Cf. 1602, § 28). 

7i.~A Li^t at the '* Star " blocked up. 

"Item we p'^sent an auntient light stopped vpp by Mr. 
Kingston into the Cellar of Richard Singleton of the starr w''*' 
we finde hath benn a verie auntient light and must be layd 
open wherefore we amerce him in i2d." To be amended by 
Trinity next on pain of 10/-. (Cf. 1600, § 5). 

76.— A Light blocked up by Mr. Jeffery. 

" Item we p'*'sent that Mr. Jeffery hath also stopped vpp an 
auntient light of Mr. EUzies kittchen beinge the next howse to 
Mr. Jeffery by settinge of a Cisteme of Lead before the said 
light." To be removed by Midsummer next on pain of lo/-. 
A note in the margin adds : — " Mr. Jeffry desiers to have ytt 
proved to hin^ by som honest aimtient body tha* ytt hath ben an 
auntient light & ytt shalbe amended." (Cf. 1602, § 75). 

76.— A Tovn House in decay. 

" Item we p^sent the Townes howse wherein John Ralphe 
dwelleth in the new comer is reddie to fall downe in the backe 
p^'te thereof w"* hath ben formerlie p^sented & no reformation, 
whereof we pray yo' wo""*" some better care may be taken." 

77.— The Water Course of WQliam Martin. 

" Item we p"sent a verie great annoyaunce made by willm 
martin sherman in St. michell's p"ishe made into the backside 
of the dwellinge howse of mr. Richard daye by the caryage 
of his watercourse through the wall of his howse into the 
courte of the said mr. daye verie vnseemlie and not allowable, 
wherefore be it Commaunded the said martin to tume his 
water course into his wonted cowrse & waye & not to offend 
mr. day anie more & this to be donn on thisside michellmas 
next on pain of 3/4." 
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78.— Parishioners of All Saints refase to pay their Dnes. 

" Item we p^sent mr. drake* hath Complayned vnto vs of 
manie his poore parishioners w** are tennaunts & vndertenn"** 
in the parishe of All S^ whoe refuse to paye him his dubties w** 
ought better to be regarded, we have thought fitt to Commend 
it to yo' wo' good considerations, not doubtinge but vppon your 
knowleges of the persons names whereof we have advised 
mr. drake to give yo" there p^ticulers, yo" maye of yo' owne 
aucthorities and of yo' wo""** good disg^ions and inclinations 
to the minister of Gods worde, yo" wilbe pleased to Convene all 
the said persons before yo" into the Av/dit howse & requier 
them to make satisfaction vnto mr. drake of his said dueties and 
demaunds w*"*" we refferr to yo" wo""" good advisem*"^/' 

79.— Thomas Heath to repair his Hedge. 

Thomas Heath is fined 6d. because on account of his broken- 
down hedge his hogs annoy Barlow at the Almshouse. The 
hedge is to be amended by Midsummer next on pain of lo/-. 

80.— Mr. John Knight's Water Coarse stopped by Bit Michael Blunt. 

Mr. Knight, of St. Denis, complains that Sir Michael Blunt's 
servants or workmen have diverted and narrowed the course of 
a stream which issued from Mr. Knight's estate, and, after 
crossing Portswood Street, passed through Sir Michael's land to 
the sea. The Jury, having heard the evidence of seven old men 
of Portswood and Stoneham, decide in favour of Mr. Knight, 
and say that " for a continuaimce of Love betwene these two 
Gents," their "Lovinge neighbours and well -beloved friends," 
they "order, agree, conclude and ordaine That the said Sir 
Midiall Blimte shall on thisside the feast of St. Michaell 
tharchaungell " restore things to their former state. 

81.— The Butchers OYercharge the Common. 

" Item we present that all the Buchers Inhabitants of this 
towne doe vsualye oppress the Common by putting theron their 
sheepe, be it comaunded that heerafter theye comytt noe more 
suche trespas vppon paine of everye their sheepe so fiEownd one 
the Comon to fforfaict 2^' a peece the one halfe for the towne 
& the other for the dryvers or cowherd that shall find and em- 
pownd them." (Cf. i6ob, § 8o). 

1 John Drake, appointed usher of the Grammar School In 160ft, hecame Rector of All Saints* tn 1600. 
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82.— Trading on Sundays. 

" Item we p"sent manie of the Inhabitants shoppkeep^ of this 
towne bothe contrarie to the statute & good orders of the Towne 
doe comonlye ev^'ie Saboth daye as well in the morninge before 
the devine s'^vice as all the afternoones sett open there shopp 
windowes as if it were on a workinge daye & there buye and 
sell, some of w"'* principall offenders are John Elliot thelder, 
Thomas williams & many shewmakers in gen^'all." Elliot and 
Williams are fined I2d. Penalty for the next offence 6,8. (Cf. 
1602, § 77). 

83. -A Ditch near Banister'a Farm to be filled up. 

" Item we p"sent a ditche newly digged by marck hoskins 
neere banisters grounde vnder his hedge leadinge from the gate 
towards banisters farme, whereof m'* Jeffrey findinge himself 
agrieved hath desiered vs to take view of the same. And they 
both have agreed before vs that the said ditche shall be filled 
vpp againe by the said marck on thisside michellmas and the 
said m'' Jeffery hath p'^mised to give him 2/- towards the fiUinge 
of the same." 

84.— The Bovling Groand near God*8 House Tower is Town Land. 

" Item we p"sent the plott of grounde w^^out Godeshowse 
Tower vsed for a bowlinge place w"^^ is now Rayled in ys the 
Townes grounde and no privatt mans Lande the w°^, lest tyme 
the devowerer of all things should blott out of memorie, we have 
thought good to incert into this our booke of recorde." (Cf. 
1604, § 72). 

85.— False Weights and Measures. 

Thirty-eight persons fined sums varying from id. to £2. (Cf. 
1600, § 76, and 1602, § 83). 

86.— Butchers for Killing Cattle in the Town. 

Seven butchers fined sums varying from i/- to 5/- for keeping 
slaughter houses in the town. (Cf. 1600, § 77, and 1602, § 85). 

87.— Hogs in the Town. 

Warning is to be given to the inhabitants not to ofiEend their 
neighbours by keeping hogs in their back gardens. To be viewed 
by the beadles. (Cf. i6oo, § 74, and 1603, § 57). 
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88.- Highways decayed. 

The highways in many parts of the town are out of repair, but 
especially the middle of Gosling Lane. (Cf. 1596, § 11, and 
1605, § 17). 

89.— Botohen for Killing CalYes. 

Fourteen butchers fined sums varying from 6d. to 3/4 for killing 
calves under five weeks old. (Cf. 1600, § 79, and 1602, § 86). 

90.— Highvaye decayed. 

" Item we also p"sent the highewaye at the vpper end of the 
heath even at thentringe into the same from Winchester waye at 
the two posts is muche impa5a"ed by meanes of the water that 
cometh out of Stoneham Comon, we desier it may be viewed 
and spedely amended otherwise the water will overflowe our 
Comon and spoyle the same." (Cf. 1601, § 88). 

91.— EzcessiTe Rnmbep cf Alehcaees and Haokstenu 

" Item we p"sent the inordinate and vnnecessarie number of 
Alehowse keepers & hugsters w^^'in eVie warde of this Towne 
as well allowed as not allowed beinge thonely [the only] 
receptackles of all lewd p"sons & authors & majmtejmors of 
them in there vices & wickednes, whereof we pray yo' wo'ps to 
have suche dew Consideration as in iustice app*'tayneth & that 
some of them may be suppressed & espetially peter hendricke 
vppon the west keye beinge a verie vnfitt place." (Cf. 1602, § 80). 

92.— Contempt of Leet Jnry. 

" Item we p"sent Mr. Richard Beeston for his denyall of the 
Jurye that required to see his waights and mesures, answering 
them that he was at dinner and that yf they would see them 
they should retoume at one of the clocke, when our buisines 
would not permytt wherfore for examples sake we doe amerse 
him in 2/6." 

93.— The Water Coarse of Richard Ross, Butcher, stopped ap by 
Richard Comellis. 

Hence Richard Comellis has forfeited i2d. and he is com- 
manded to open out the said water course by Midsummer next 
on pain of 20/-. 
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H.— Back Doors leading Into HonndwelL 

" Item we p^sent a great abuse is comonly donn and offered 
by the Tipplers above the barr, whoe have there backe dores 
towards howndwell filds in that comonlie they goe out that 
waye and manie times convey manie evill p^'sons of verie Lewd 
Condition from the Constables searchinge for them, the w"* we 
finde a thinge verie inconvenient and espetiallie in this Sommer 
Season duringe the time of the grasse and herbadge there w'^'' is 
muche spoyled by there guests & other disordered persons, where- 
fore be it comaimded them & ev*'ie of them not to open there 
saide backe dores but to nayle them vpp betwene this & the 
time that the grasse be cutt vppon peine of i2d. a peece." (Cf. 
1589* § 58, and 1590, § 35). 

95.— Rubbish on the Weet Qoay. 

" Item we p^sent as divers times heretofore we have donn of 
the great annoyaunce of timber & plancks and other stuffe for 
carpenters w** is made by essaye whittiffe vppon the west key 
w"* is in no wise redressed nor reformed, whereof many m'^chant 
straungers make complainte." (Cf. 1600, § 25, and 1602, § 41). 

96.— OYercharglng the Common, etc. 

Seven persons fined sums varying from i/- to 3/4. 

Four persons fined sums varying from 2/6 to 3/4 for poimd 
breach, e.g. : — 

" Thomas phillpott by his s^'vaimts brake the pounde & the 
locke & tooke out 5 or 6 hoggs." 

" Item we p"sent that the wife of John Groundy breake the 
head of Richard Allen one of the drivers in drivinge of there 
hoggs, wherefore we amerse the said groundye himself in 3/4." 
(Cf. 1600, § 80, and 1602, § 84). . 

97.— En^ssen and Forestallere of Imports. 

" Item we p^sent a notable abuse comitted w^^in this Towne 
by manie Inhabitants whoe engrosse into there hands & possession 
manie things w°^ come to the key in shipps & other vessells to 
be soulde to the benefitt of the publique weale & amongst the 
rest there is one Thomas ffletcher a Joyner of this Towne whoe 
sev^all times hath engrossed into his hands Onnyons, Cabbadges 
& suche other comodities, whereof there is great complaint made 
vnto vs w*'* his abuse we referr to yo' considerations." (Cf. 
1602, § 56). 
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M.— EtU Condoot of William Tompton. 

" Item we p'^sent a manifest abuse by william Tompson the 
shippm**" whoe openlie & most palpable keepeth a harlott the 
wife of Ameredith greene whoe hath receaved open punishm*"* 
in most places adjoyninge for her ofEence & he shamelesly 
walketh vpp and downe the streats, his poore wife having noe 
reliefe or comfort at his hands, whereof she continuallie most 
lamentably doth Complayne, the p'^ident beinge so evill & deserv- 
inge Condigne punishm^S as the law of Gtod, Law of nations & 
Justice requiereth to be looked vnto, & that so notorious a male- 
factor be punished we have thought fitt to recomend the same 
to your most godlie consideration & advised good censure, not 
doubtinge but as in justice app^'tayneth yo" wilbe pleased to 
take some speedie order herein for redresse & reformation of this 
scandalous abuse & reproache to the whole gov*™me*^^ as in times 
future no farther complaint may be made hereof.** A note in 
the margin adds : — " William Thomson is to be bound in some 
round sum of money not to come in mary green's company any 
more & if he refuse to be imprisoned & the case to come before 
the high comissioners." 

M.— BorgesaeB absent ftom Cutthom. 

Seven persons, viz., Mr. John Caplin, Mr. Greene (the Sheriff), 
Mr. Singleton, Mr. Delisle, Mr. Marrinell, Mr. Ayles, and Mr. 
Bedford, fined 2/6 each for not attending the Court Leet at 
Cutthom, since they were in the town on the Court Day. (Cf. 
1596, § 84, and 1603, § 31).

" Item we lickewise p"sent old Mrs. Janverin widdow for not 
cominge to churche." A note in the margin adds : — " Mrs.

Practically identical with 1580, § 88. (Cf. also 1601, § 4,

6.— Role oonoeming Anoient Lights. 

" Item we desier the Like Continnuaimce of aimtient Lights." 
(Cf. 1601, § 5, and 1603, § 2). 

7.—*' Ho Man's Land " not yet leased oat. 

Mr. Jeffery has offered 4d. a year for the land. From the 
margin it appears that : — " Mr. Walope dothe offare 6d. a yeare 
rent." (Cf. 1601, § 6, and 1603, § 3). 

8.— A Watoh upon the West Quay. 

" Item we p'^sent we thincke it verie fitt that there showld be 
nightlie winter & sommer two honest watchmen to watche 
vppon the west key. And that more sufficient men may be 
appoincted by the Constables to watch w^^'in the Towne then 
now are."

11.— Hoimdwell House In decay. 

" Item we p'^sent that the washowse in hoimdwell needeth 
to be paved and the Trowes [troughs] to be amended & new 
made." ^ (Cf. 1601, § 22, and 1603, § 6). 

IS.— Condolt Head at Honndwell In decay. 

"Item we p'*sent the wall of one of the heads of water 
standinge by the said howse is broken downe verie muche & 
the water w^^'in them bothe fowle & needeth to be clensed."

18.— A Water Pipe at Honndwell Home broken. 

" Item we p"sent the water pipe fast by the howse leadinge

To be amended with all speed by the steward. (Cf. 1601, 
§ 39, and 1605, § 12). 

17.— A Broken Pipe at the Friar's Condnit Head. 

"Item we p"sent the coundit pipe leadinge from the fryers 
head is broken at the wodden Bridge beinge the Truncke that 
carrieth the said pipe w** wasteth the water in great aboxmdaimce 
& requiereth speedie amendm*^*." (Cf. 1603, § 45). 

1 An enlgmattcal note in the margin adds:—** The gathering hy je wjfles at hocktyd.** The suggestion 
wonld seem to be that the wash hoose was Injured during the Hocktide reyels. 
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18.— BottreU'B WeU In decay. 

"Item we p^sent there wanteth a Locke to the dore of the 
Conduict head called by the name of Bottrell's well," and " there 
wanteth a hooke to the dore of the Clensinge Cesteme." (Cf. 
1600, § 14, and 1605, § 77). 

19.— The Conduit Head at Lnberry Mead in decay. 

The walls and stones of the conduit are pulled down and there 
is no lock to the door, which stands open and is very dangerous 
for mischievous persons. (Cf. 1601, § 39, and 1603, § 47). 

20.— Unlawful Games. 

"Item we p'^sent mr. parker, george watson, dwellinge at 
mawdlin howse & Richard Riche doe keep Comon Bowlinge 
allyes w^^'in there orchards contrarie to statute, wherefore we 
amerse them sev^'allie in 10/-." (Cf. 1601, § 32, and 1603, § 90). 

21.— Encroachment by John King behind the ** Oeopge/' 

The hedge near the Arundel Tower has not been removed by 
John King, hence he has forfeited 2/-. To be reformed by 
Christmas next on pain of 3/4. (Similax to 1601, § 57). 

22.— BefiiilM behind the '' George " 

not yet carried away. Hence the eight offenders are fined I2d. 
each. To be taken away by St. James's day on pain of 2/- each. 
(Similar to 1601, § 58). 

28.— The Fieh Ponds and the Town Ditches OYcrgrown. 

" Item we p^sent that the ffishe ponds and all other the Towne 
ditches are ov^^'growen w**" mude & weeds and in time wil 
become drye for want of Castinge, and also there wanteth a dam 
betwen the wateringe pond & the Inner ditch nere Eastgate." 
(Cf. 1603, § 7). 

21.— The Bridge at the Bargate In decay. 

" Item we p'*sent that the bridge att the Bargate is soncke so 
that the pavement must be taken vp & the grownde Raised 
otherwisse the water standing there will decaye the Timber 
worck." (Cf. 1596, § 78). 
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S5.— RaftiM in East Street. 

Edward Darvell for having refuse at the comer of his fence in 
East Street is fined 6d. 

M.— PaTement and Onttep In Bast Street 

" Item we p"sent that the gutter begune by mr. Jeffery & mr. 
mayiore in the Eastreet is very flitting to be finishedd, for that 
otherwysse people will not be able to passe in the winter to bury 
the dead." (Cf. 1603, § 8). 

27.— William Parmett to cleanse his Oatter 

by the 24th of August next on pain of lad. (Cf. 1603, § 9). 

28.— Bncroaohment by Thomas Heath 

not yet amended. Hence he has forfeited 20/-. To be attended 
to by Michaelmas next on pain of 26/8. (Cf. 1601, § 73, and 
1603, § 10). 

29.— The Ditoh leading down to the Chapel. 

" Item we p"sent that the ditch vppon the north syde of the 
Lane leading downe to the Chappell muste be caste w'*^ a bancke 
to the Lanewarde so that the sea overflowe not the sayd lane 
otherwysse very shorttly the way wilbe vtterly decayed, be it 
Comanded to be don by the porters by michellmas next vppon 
pein of 5/-." (Cf. 1601, § 30, and 1603, § 11). 

80.— The Foot Causeway leading to Chapel in decay. 

To be attended to immediately. (Cf. 1603, § 12). 

81.— The Stone Causeway near the Chapel in decay. 

To be amended as the rest was during Mr. Jefferey's mayoralty 
[1598-9]. (Cf. 1603, § 13). 

82.— Depositing of Rubbish on the Salt Harsh. 

" Item we p'^sent that the porters do lay the Rubbish caryed by 
them into salt marshe very ill, be it Comanded vnto them from 
henceforth to lay it in the gullyes & holies of the mead & not to 
lay it altogether at the gapp vppon pein of i2d. a peece." (Cf. 
i6o3> § 43)- 
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88.— Town Walls In decay. 

The walls between God's House Tower and the Watergate are 
in need of immediate repair. (Cf. 1601, § 52, and 1603, § 67). 

81.— Ood*B HouBC Conduit raqnlres a Stop Cock. 

A note in the margin adds : — " This is bowght at londen & 
seatt on all redy by mr. mayor." (Cf. 1601, § 62). 

85.— The Town Battlements broken down. 

The battlements along the town walls have been broken down 
by Henry Forster so that men cannot stand to defend the town. 
To be built up again on pain of ;f 20. The whole entry is 
crossed out in the Court Leet Book, and a marginal note 
added : — " A malycyovs & factyous p"sentment." 

86.— Catting Piles at the Coopers' Tower; 

" Item we p'^sent Nicholas Samford for cuttinge awaye the 
pyles before Cowpers Tower by meanes whereof the foundacon 
of the said Tower is greatlye decayed by the washe of the sea 
& in great danger of fallinge downe yf p'^sentlye yt be not 
amendyd wherefore wee doe amerce the said Samford in Tenn 
pounds for this his great offence yf he p'^sumed to doe the same 
w%ut leave And yf the said Samford had Leave then wee doe 
thinke fytt this amercem*^' be levyed vppon those that gave 
him leave, the offence being verye odious & daimgerous & not 
answerable in enye men to doe or cawse to be done anye acte 
to the anoyence of her ma^^*** walls." (Cf. 1601, § 53, and 
1603, § h)- 

87.— The West Quay in decay. 

" Item wee p"sent that the stone worke on the South syde of 
the west keye neare the head of the keye is greatlye decayed & 
w%ut p"sent repayringe will growe to great chardge, there 
also wanteth certen pyles." (Cf. 1601, § 52, and 1603, § 16). 

88.— A Qnay Master to be appointed. 

" Item wee desier that there maye be one officer appointed 
for the reforminge of abuses aboute the Kayes whoe maye be 
from tyme to tyme directed by m'" Comishe & others best 
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experienced in those businesses, for otherwise verye shortlye 
vessells of anye reasonable burden cannot come neare the Kaye." 
(Cf. 1603, § 15). 

80.— Raftise at the West Gate. 

To be removed by the inhabitants who have deposited the 
rubbish there. Penalty for the next offence i2d. (Cf. 1603, § 17). 

M.--Oattep imdep the Linen Hall. 

"Item wee p"sent a very noysome gutter Running Closse 
vnder the Linnen hawUe walle from the howsse of Tho* Eliss 
and falleth into the streett Closse by the dowre of the sayd 
hauUe having no gutter to Convey it into the kennell, so that 
it overfloweth all afore the dowre that no goods Can be Caryed 
in w"*out wetting & durting of the same, be it Comanded to the 
sayd EUice, Oliv*^ Beston & Richard ffuller whose water cometh 
that way to make a gutter to convey it into the kennell by 
michaelhnas next pena 2/6 the pece." (Cf. 1603, § 18). 

<1.— BnbbiBh on the West Quay. 

Essay Whitiff has not yet removed his timber lying about on 
the West Quay, in spite of repeated warnings, wherefore he has 
forfeited 20/-, to be duly levied by seizing the timber. To be 
removed by Michaelmas on pain of £5. (Cf. 1601, § 95). 

<2.— Bssay Whitiff fop Building a Ship at the West guaj. 

" Item wee p^sent the sayd Esay whitif for building of a ship 
in the gap oa the north syde of the west key who hath sett his 
scaffold so highe to the Landword that he dothe stopp the 
passage in the higheway And yf he hath not beane granted to 
do the same wee do Amersse him in 20/- And we do desyre that 
hereafter no leave be granted to him or any other to build any 
shipping there for that it is very Inconvenient." 

18.— Old Ships at the West Quay. 

" Item wee desyre that waminge be geven to the owners of 
the old shipps that they do breake them vp & clere the key of 
them before michelmas next vppon payne of forfeyture of 10/- 
a pece, w*'*' wee desyre may also be levyed for wee do fynde that 
the Remissnes of gathering of thesse paynes is the occasio*" that 
men care not to amend their faults." 
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«.— Timber and PUes at the West Qoay. 

"Item we p'^sent that the tymber beinge the bynding or 
Coaping of the key vppon the north syde thereof is in some 
placs quight gon and needeth p'^sent Amendment, as also some 
of the pyles." 

16.— A Garden upon the Town Walls. 

" Item we p^sent a garden made vppon the towne walls on 
the Southe syde of the west key gate made there by John fourde 
wherefore wee Amersse him in 12*," 

<6.— A noisome Outter and Beftise at the Postern Gate* 

The gutter is to be removed, and offenders who deposit refuse 
at the Postern Gate will be liable to forfeit i2d. for each offence. 
(Cf. 1601, § 55, and 1603, § 19). 

<7.— Befdse at the Water Gate. 

Offenders to pay for each offence I2d. . . .' . " w** we 
desire may truly be levyed of thesse as of all the rest and yf they 
be not of ability that shalbe so taken offending that they be 
pimished by Corporall Imprisonment." 

18.— Town Walls decayed. 

" Item wee p"sent that the towne walle betwen Biddies gate 
and the new worck is in many places decayed." (Cf. 1603, § 64). 

<9.— A Filthy Hole at All Hallows* Pomp. 

The Mayor and three other men who have had to do with the 
new water pipes and conduits are fined 2 6 each for leaving a 
filthy hole near All Hallows' pump. To be amended by Mid- 
summer next on pain of 10/- each. 

80.— The Streets Unpaved. 

" Item we p'^ent that the streets are in many places vnpaved 
and especially french street, Bull street, Symnell Lane, the way 
leading from Watergate to the AUimie Seller w'*" divers other 
places, wee desier that warning may be geven by an officer to 
every one whosse grownd is vnpaved to amend the same on this 
syde of michelmas next, pena 10/- the pece. And becausse wee 
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have but one pavier in the towne & therefore cannot dispatch it 
soddainly, being so much to be don, wee desyre he may be 
p"sently sett a worcke by the Apointment of mr. maior & the 
Justics were most nede is, and warning geven to the pities to 
p"vide stuffe fitt before hand so that he may be kept in worck 
for the better dispatch therof." A note in the margin adds : — 
" Y* pavie' hathe ben alredy seatt a worcke & p"tly don befor 
we Rec^'*'^'^ this Bowcke." (Cf. 1603, § 75). 

51.— Pollution of the Streets. 

Each o£Eender to pay I2d. or to be punished at the stocks or 
the whipping post, and a poor man to be appointed in every 
ward to find out such offenders. 

52.— DlYePB Tenants for throwing Water into the Streets. 

"Item we p"sent the Tenants of NT* Beston, M'" Creswell, 
William ffoxall, M'* webb Thosse of the towre over westgate and 
Eastgate and divers other placs dwelling vp stayres for throw- 
ing downe ther water into the streets wherby they do decay the 
paving. And in tyme of winter in open weather do Cawsse the 
streets to be filthy and durty And in frost to be so glassy w^** Ice 
that no man is able to travel that way w^**out danger, wherefore 
wee do amersse them in 4d. a pece." Penalty for the next 
offence I2d., for they must empty the water into the channels. 
A note in the margin adds : " the 12 men shuld alwayes bring 
the names of those tha^ be the offenders." 

58.— A Hole in the Town Wall. 

" Item wee p'^sent a hoUe in the towre in the Towne wall next 
vnto God's howsse tower Throughe w^** some of vs of the Jury 
have seene a bigge boye passe in and owtt, and is bigg enoughe 
for any man to do the lyke." 

H.— William Hawkes for leaving Timber in the Streets in St John's 
Parish 

is fined I2d. To be cleared away by St. Bartholomew's day on 
pain of 10/-. 

56.— Richard Hancock for leaYing Timber in Broad Lane 

is fined 6d. The timber is to be removed by St. Bartholomew's 

day on pain of 2 -. 
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66.— An En^Bsep and Forestallep of ImpoFts. 

Thomas Fletcher for engrossing oranges and onions at the 
Watergate is fined 10/-, to be duly levied, for he has had 
previous warning. (Cf. 1601, § 97). 

67.— Unraly Conduct of Mathew Mowland. 

" Item wee p'^sent mathew mowland for bloodshed in break- 
ing of a mans head in his owne howsse w*** a Candlestick where- 
fore wee do amersse him in 2/6, and do desyre that he may not 
be suffered to kepe typling, being a very vnruly fellowe and not 
fitting to be allowed." (Cf. 1603, § 32). 

68.— Peter Henvick to be deprived of his Lioenoe. 

** Item wee p'^sent Peter henrick vppon the west key for keep- 
ing tipling & lodging being very vnfitt to be allowed in that 
place, for that he doth receave mens servants into his howsse 
when they should be keeping of there masters shipps at all 
howers of the night, whereby many men have lost much of there 
ship p'^vision and (it is) thoght that much of it is convayed that 
way, wee desyre that he may be dismissed of his victualing and 
lodging." (Cf. 1603, § 33). 

69.^John Heraant for taking a Water-Pipe to hie House. 

" Item wee p"sent That John hersant dyar hath a doare out of 
his garden into the Cersterne of the ffriars Conduict wherby he 
goeth in at his pleasure & hath a pipe out of the sayd Cesteme 
nere the bottom whereby he may at his will drawe the water 
Cleane away, and doth vsse the same for his dying w*"** wee thinck 
neither fitt nor Lawfull for any privatte man, especially of his 
trade who vseth more water than will well serve a fowerth p'^t 
of the toune, w*^*" is the reason that many wanteth w*'*' yf that 
were p"vented would not be, wherefore wee desire that the 
dowre may be shutt w'^ a walle & that the pipe may be sett 
higher that he may not at his will convertt all to his oune vsse 
& make his p^ffitt of others wants." (Cf. 1594, § 27, and 1596, 

§ 13). 

60.— Conduit of All HallowB to be repaired. 

" Item wee p'^sent that there wanteth a dowre at AllhoUand 
Conduict w*'*' is very fitting p"sently to be made." (Cf. 1601, 
§ 47, and 1603, § 44). 
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61.— Bighteeil Pikes misaiDg from God's House Tower. 

" Item wee p^sent that there wanteth divers peeks [pikes] out 
of gods howsse towre wherof xviii. were taken owt in the tyme 
of M'- Jefferis maioralty [1598-9] by his apointment & never 
returned." 

t2«— The Ordnance to be repaired. 

" Item wee p'^ent that wee have certaine broken brasse peesses 
w** wee hold very fitting to be sold and some good Iron Orden- 
ance to be boght for the better defence of the towne. And there 
are sume good fowlers fitting to be putt in Cariags." (Cf. 1596, 
§60). 

68.— Danger of Fire ftom the Bake Houses. 

" Item wee p'*sent That the Backhowsses in this towne are 
gen^'ally very dangerous by reason of the ffewell w^ they bume 
being browme, heath and ffirsses, but especially the howse of 
Adam Veale, marks Browne, phillis Loney, John Gilbertt, John 
more. Wee do desire that they may be forced to make there back- 
howsses in more convenient places, or elce that they may vsse 
wouden ffewell, wee have often heretofore desired Redresse of it, 
desyring you to consider the greatnesse of the danger before that 
wee have a Cawsse to Rue it." (Cf. 1601, § 26, and 1603, § 21). 

6<.— Town Houses in deoay. 

The following houses are in need of repair : — i. The house of 
Thomas Michells now in the tenure of Mr. William Nevey ; 
2. The house of Conred Whitthom ; 3. The house of Thomas 
Beare. (Cf. 1601, § 24, and 1603, § 22). 

66— The Linen Hall in deoay. 

" Item wee p"sent that the windowes of the L3ninen hawlle 
are greatly decayed bothe in Iron & stoneworck as also the 
woudden beams to shutt before them also the fflower [floor] of 
boards are very much also decayed all w®^ needeth p"sent amend- 
ment." (Cf. 1603, § 76). 

66.— Ditch in Oosling Lane. 

William May has forfeited 5/- for not scouring the ditch. To 

be done by St. Bartholomew's day on pain of A note 

in the margin adds : — "Amended befor we Rec"* this Bowcke.'* 
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87.— The Boimey in Rookstone Lane. 

" Item wee p^sent that the Bouny in Rogsden Lane often here- 
tofore p"sentid is not yet amended." (Cf. 1601, § 46, and 
1603, § 23). 

88.— TreasuFe Trove foimd near Canahot Lane. 

" Item wee p'*sent two Silver spoimes fownd in digging nere 
the watering pond beyonde Canshott lane waying 2 oz. i qt. w** 
wee deliv*' togeather w"" this o' presentment as treasore trove." 

89.— George Exton's Decayed House 

not yet repaired. Hence he has forfeited 13/4. To be done by the 
25th of March on pain of 20/-. (Cf. 1601, § 10, and 1603, § 24). 

70.— Admiralty Courts not held. 

" Item wee p^^sent that o' Admyrall Courtts are not so often 
kept as is fitting, wee des3rre it may be better lowked vnto." 
A note in the margin adds : — " mr. mayo' dothe det^'myne to 
kepe this yeare all y* corts toching Admyralty," and later " This 
was p^'formid the loth August, 1602." (Cf. 1601, § 16, and 
1603, § 26). 

71.— Causeway near Aoom Bridge to be repaired. 

" Item wee p'*sent the Cawsy nere Acorn [Hill] bridge is toe 
loe and wanteth p"sent amendment by reason the sea doth often 
overflowe the same." (Cf. 1601, § 31, and 1603, § 27). 

72.— Expense of Chapel Fair. 

" Item wee p'^sent as often heretofore we have p"sented that 
the great Charge of Solenmizing the fayre at o' Lady of grace 
is fitt to be lett downe." (Cf. 1600, § 72, and 1601, § 35). 

78.— Increase of Inmates and Undertenants. 

The beadles are to report the new-comers every week to the 
Courts, and to see that they are removed at once. Similar to 
1590, § 7- (Cf. also 1600, § 82, and 1603, § 59). 

71.— The Bntohers' Shops. 

" Item wee p'^sent that the buttchers do very disorderly kepe 
there shopps in the highe street Contrary to Ancient order, wee 
desire that non may be kepte higher then the friars shambells 
there & not w^^'out the new Corner end above." 
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78.— A Ll^t Blocked np by Mr. Jefbry. 

Similar to 1601, § 75. No amendment, hence Mr. Jeffery has 
forfeited 10/-. He is commanded to remove his cistern by 
Michaelmas next on pain of 13/4. 

76.— Onttar to be made and Chimney repaired. 

Mr. Morrell is commanded to make the gutter between his 
house and Angell Stoner's by the 20th July on pain of 20/-, 
and Angell Stoner to repair his chinmey by the same day on 
pain of 10.'- 

77.— Trading on Sunday at Trinity Fair. 

" Item wee p"sent that wheras the lawe forbiddeth all men to 
kepe fayres and putt to salle any wares vppon the sabboth day 
— the 4*^ Sundays in harvest except — ^And p^clamatio** was made 
to that purposse by mr. John Mayiore mayor, w^** the Consent of 
the Assistants, on Trenety Even A*" 1601, And charg geven vnto 
Mr. Sherwoude then Baily to lowck vnto it, wherby great 
p~fitts might have growen vnto the towne by forfeytures 
according as in the sayd statute is Confirmed, notw'Vanding 
all w** mr. PauUe Eliott Alderman, being a Justice of peace 
sworen, & Contrary to mr. mayor's proclamation vppon Trenety 
simday 1601, gave secrett Incouragment to the Cheap men being 
in and abought the Chappell of the Lady of grace to sell & sett 
to salle there goods, the Baily & some of the Justics going 
before & forbidding the same, he Came after & Comanded the 
Contrary, the w''*' wee the Rather p"sent because he was not 
onely Content to Comitt suche an error but afterwards in 
publick to boast of the same, wherfore wee have thoght good 
And do Amerce him in ten pounds the offence deserving a more 
greater punishment."

78.— Trinity Fair no longer to be oommenoed on Sunday. 

" Item wee p'^sent that the sayd fayre holden heretofore vppon 
Trenety Sunday is very fitting to be altered by p^clamation 

1 The Oharter of Heniy Til. (U96) said that the fair should be held " on the feast of the Holy Trinity 
and for three days immediately following.** 
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And wee thinck it most fittest to begin vppon the Tuesday then 
next following And so to Continewe three dayes, w""^ wee hold 
may be don by virtue of the statute wherby the Sabboth day 
may not be p"faned as heretofore it hath bin." (Cf. 1603, § 41). 

79.— Mr. Jaoomy Demarin's Donation to the Poor. 

" Item wee p"sent that wereas there was geven by Mr. Jacomoy 
Demarin to the poore of this Towne ;f 100 w""*" is to yealde them 
tenne pounds by the yeare, the same ;f 10 p*' ann""" beinge the 
poores money, yt is ffytt the same should be bestoed on them to 
there most good w** wee thincke should be if the sayd ;f 10 were 
yearly towards winter employed in woollen Clothe And geven 
to Clothe suche as ar Impotent & have most neeade." 

80.— EzcessiYe Homber of Alehonses and HackBters. 

The number of tiplers and hucksters in this town is intoler- 
able, and though part of them were indicted at the last Quarter 
Sessions, still there is no redress. A note in the margin adds : — 
" The Mayor & Justices to call those who are not licensed & 
to put down at least half a hundred." (Cf. 1601, § 91, and 
1603, § 28). 

81.— Undeserring Men admitted to the rank of BargesB. 

" Item we p"sent that the makinge of Burgesses is Growen so 
comon & bestowed on Gents and others of smale desert that it is 
reckoned a base thinge and in sorte held in contempt of divers, 
for whereas theare are manie both by s'^'vice and habilitie hath 
worthelie deserved it, they, seeinge the Common admittinge of 
suche, are not willinge to be brought in where otherwise it is to 
be thought that those des^'vinge people would be gladd to sue 
for & embrase the benefitt of the franchize w*^*" in times past 
hath benn of good credict & accompt, and so may be hoped for 
hereafter." 



82.— The FiBh Market to be held In St Miohael'B Square. 

**'Item we p'^sent the fish markett is not held in the place 
vsuall in St. michells parishe, but in the markett in the high 
streat, w''^ is nether convenient to the auntient orders of the 
Towne wherof we desier redresse." (Cf. 1603, § 29). 
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88.— FalM Weights and Measnrtt. 

Thirty-nine persons fined sums varying from ad. to 6d. 
(Cf. 1601, § 85, and 1603, § 92).

§ 96, and 1603, § 73). 

88.— Batohen for Killing Cattle in the Town. 

Seven butchers fined sums varying from i/- to 5/- for keeping 
slaughter houses in the town. (Cf. 1601, § 86, and 1603, § 94). 

88.— Batohen for Killing Calves. 

Seventeen butchers fined sums varying from 6d. to 3^4 for 
killing calves under five weeks old contrary to statute. (Cf. 
1601, § 89, and 1603, § 95).
